Organisation, tnnotlosi, eta., «f Development Battalions. 

L 1. Under the aDtbority conferred by sections 1, 2, 8, and 9 of tbe act of 
Congress, "Antborlidng the President to Increase tempornrll; tbe Military Es- 
tablishment of the United State^" approved May 18, 1017, the President directs 
that there be organized for the period of tbe existing emergency at each Na- 
tional Army, National Guard, and Regular Army Divisional Camp, and in such 
other camps as may be directed by the Secretary of War, one or more Develop- 
ment Battailous. These battalions will be organized under Table 401, Train- 
ing Battalion, Infantry, Series D, corrected to March 22, 1918. The officers 
authorized herein will be provided as prescribed In tbe third paragraph of sec- 
tion 1 and by section 9 of the Kctof May IS, 1917. 

2. Tbe functions of tbe Development Battalions will be: . 

A, To relieve divisions, replacement organizations, etc., of all unfit men. 

b. To conduct Inteniftre training with a view to developing unfit men for 
duty with combatant or ooacombatant forces either within the United Statci 
or for service abroful ,

c. To promptly- rid Uie eerrice of all meo wbo, after thorou^ trial aitd ex- 
amioatloEL, are found physically, mentally, or morally Incapable of performing 
the duties of a soldier. 

8. Development Battalions wUl be under tbe general BuperTlaton of tbe camp 
commander. Tbeae battalions will be an adjnnct of tbe depot brigades In plat^es 
where such depots are regularly established. 

4, The following procedore in connection with the transfer of meo to De- 
velopment Battalions will be observed in camps where the estabUsliment of 
sucb battalions is anthorlzed : 

a. Wben an enlisted man Is Inapt or does not possess Uie required degree 
of adaptability for military service; or gives evidence of bablts or traits of 
character, other than those for which trial by court-martial should be employed., 
that tender his service in the organization nndeslrable; or is dlsgnallfled for 
service physically tlirougb his own misconduct or otherwise and not subject 
to immediate discharge on sargeon's certificate, or Is an alien enemy or allied 
alien enemy, or is an alien who is not a declarant and has been drafted tbrongfa 
hlfl Ignorance of his rights under the Selective Service Law, or for any otber 
reason is not fitted to perform tbe duties of a soldier at home or abroad, his 
company or detachment commander wilt repMt the facts to Ott oommandliK 
office, wbo wUl appoint a board consisting of one officer, preferably the sum- 
mary court. The board will determine whether or not the soldier should be 
transferred to tbe Development Battalion. When transfer to the Development 
Battalion on account of physical disability Is contemplated, a medical officer 
will be consulted before transfer is recommended. The commanding officer, la 
case of approval, will forward tbe proceedings through military chaunels to 
tbe camp commander, requesting that the transfer to the Development Bat- 
talion be made. 

6. The camp commander will issue Uie necessary orders for transfer. 

c For the purposes of this order, such lud^tendent ctnumands as are odjar 
cent to and intimately connected with divlsl<Hial camps or cantonments will be 
considered a part of such camps or cantonments. 

6. As a rule transfers to the Development Battalions will be made within 
one mouth after men are received In the organizations. 

In places where d^Mt brigades are regularly eetabUslied. men wbo bdtmc 
to the classes enumerated In paragrapli 4 a, above, will be transferred <UrectlT 
Into the Development Battalion 

ft Within the Development Battalions the men will be grouped in classes, 
depending upon their aptitude Qnd degree of training. Men who, after a thor- 
ough trial and examination, show that they can not be trained or can not b« 
utilized In some capacity, will be discharged. 

The discharge to be given soldiers under llie provisions of this order will, 
as a rule, be that prescribed by section 3 of paragraph IBO, Army Regulations. 

7, Men from the Development Battalions will be discharged by the camp 
(or depot brigade) commander upon the recommendation of the commander of 
the Development Battalion. 

Camp and depot brigade commanders are hereby authorized to issue dis- 
charges from Development Battalions by order of the Secretary of War. 

5. In posts, camps, or stations where the number of men is not sufficient to 
warrant the establishment of a Development Battalion, the classes of men enu- 
merated In paragraph 4 a will be transferred to the nearest Development Bat- 
talion. 

The proceedings of the board recommending transfer will be sent for approval 
to d^jartment headquarters when troops are under the Jurisdiction of audi 
commanders, or In cases arising at general hospitals, arsenals, etc., that are

10. Transfers to Development Battalions will be made within the grades held 
hy enllstM men unless fransferred" for dtsablTtty which U the result of their 
own misconduct ; such men should be reduced to prtvates before transfer.

4. Duplicate officers' qualification cards will be made before July 6, 1&I8, 
and will be forwarded by the division, department, district, post, camp, or other 
station commander directly to The Adjutant General of the Army, except 
that dupllcata csrds of officers of staff corps an<l departments of the National 
Guard, National Army, and Officers' Reserve Coipa will be forwarded to the 
chief of the staff corps or department concer^isd.

"Provided, That the Secretary of War or Secretary of the Navy may extend 
the time for filing such contracts In the Returns Office of the Department of the 
Interior to ninety days whenever in their opinion It would be to the interest 
of the United States to follow such a course." 

2. Numerous failures on the part of contracting officers of the War Depait- 
ment to comply with the provisions of these statutes have been brought to the 
attention of the department.

IV. In case any aircraft shall dlaressTd this proclematltm or the ternw of 
the license. It ataall be the rtslit and duty of the military or naval forces to 
treat tbe aircraft ae hostile and to fire upon It or otberwlBe destroy It, not- 
withstanding the resultant danger to human life. 

V. For the present, the President deslgnetes as a sone of military operations 
and of military prqiaration the whole of the United States and Its territorial 
waters and of the Insular poaaessioaa and of the Panama Canal Zone. 

VI. The provisions of this prodaraatlon do not apply to aircraft c^erated 
by the Army or Navy of the United States. 

VII. No private flying without a license will be permitted after tbe expira- 
tion of SO days from the dale of this proclamation.
